measure various food values. 

The members of the General Federation of 
Women’s clobs have set themselves the task 
of censoring the Uterary output with a view 
to sifting out unworthy productions of novel- 
ists and pasting the stamp of approval on 
books of fiction that are calculated to wpifft. 
Incidentally; man ig to be guarded against 
the smoke evil, the adulterated drug trust, 
the germ of appendicitis, and the baneful 


or of graft in commercial and political 
fe 


Women to Man's Rescue. 

The call to the members of the federation 
to orgamize themselves into a consumers’ 
league to control the literary output and de- 
mand the publication of uplifting novels only, 
was made in the convention todey by the 
Rev. Florence Buck of Kenosha, Wis. The 
club woman- clergywoman declared there 
is no reason on earth why therwomen of the 
nation should not qudertake the work of de- 
manding the publication of only the best kind 
of literature, just as the consumers’ league 
has undertaken to prevent the manufacture 


and sale of impure food and the manufacture 
of articles of clothing at the cost of thous- 


ands of young lives that are sacrificed annu- 
ally in sweatshops. 


Novels to Be “Inspected.” 

It was pointed out that the novel wee the 
most popular of all mental foods and that it is 
as much in the province of mankind to pro- 
tect the mind of the family from the con- 
tamination of impure literature as to pro- 
tect the family stomach from adulterated 
foods. 

In making her appeal to the clubwomen to 
work for the purification of literature, the 
Rev. Florence Buck declared the naughty 
problem novel is here to stay and that women 
should not spurn it Husbands also prob- 
ably will be allowed to read these naughty 
books, provided the villain is slain in the last 
cheptér and the paragon bs set upon a 
pinnacle. „55 
There ts tio reason,“ declared the Rev. 
Ruck, “why we should not form ourselves 
into a consumers’ league and demand the 
publication of only the best things.“ The 
epeaker’s subject was What We Should 
Demand of the Novel.” 

“Uplifting” a Hard Task. 

The Rev. Florence Buck admitted it might 
take the women à long time to uplift the lit- 
erary standards. She said: | 

The influence you may exert for good fle- 
tion is like the beam of the sun on that tra- 
ditional musical statue. Its effect is not im- 
mediate, but certain to come in the end, and 
out of this prosaic time there shall come a 
navel that will live.“ : 

The convention loudly applauded the ap- 
peal to women to take up the work of purg- 
ing literature. The indorsement of the prob- 
lem novel also was applauded. 

“The realists,” declared the speaker, tak - 
ing up the subject of the problem novel, 
Must be careful that their truth to life be 
not only truth to the lower side of life—the 
fact side.“ 


Severe on Prudish Women. 

She severely condemned the prudish wom- 
en who scorn the works of the realist, and 
said it would be weil if the authors of prob- 
lem novels put on the fly page this inscrfp- 
tion: This book is published for those who 
think? all others who read it do so at their 
own risk.“ 

„The problem novel has come to stay.“ 
she said, “ and the highest type of this kind 
of novel should reveal both cause and effect. 
The problem novel above all others must do 
this. Human passions and sin and pain are 
its legitimate field. It is necessary for us to 
know of evil if we are to love good. We must 
have, it is imperative that we have, what has 
been called the dark in literature. The 
spirit of life teaches, us through sin. We 
must demand, however, that the problem 
novel does not debaugh the imagination with 
unworthy things. Such questions as hered- 
ity and environments are deep questions, and 
must be dealt with. Even the novel of pur- 
pose need not be too obvious. It is not the 


| whole wo of fiction to preach. 


What the Novel Must Be. 


The Rev. Flerence Buck then pointed out 
what women should demand of the novel. 
Here are things which should be demanded: 

That the novel and its characters be true 
to life. 

That the ideal in life be emphasized. ° 

That the motives in life be dwelt upon. 

That it deal with adventure or such prob- 
lems as society, capital, and labor, and life 
in all its phases. 

That it never presents improbable pictures 
or situations. 

That honor shell always dominate. 

That sweetness and grace of nature shall 
be emphasized. 

That, it be a work of art. 

„But.“ declared the elubwoman- minister, 
„et us stop talking so much about art 
for art's sake, remembering that all art is 
for life. We shall demand of the novel that 
it glorify the commonplace in life; that 
it glorify the life around us. In olden times 
the feats of the gladiators and the acts 
of the gods on Olympus furnished the mo- 
tives. Today we must have another mioctive, 
it must be found in human heart and soul. 
We must demand that the novel shall help

MOORS ATTACK STRANDED BOAT 


British Steamer Disabled Off Point 
Ceres Raided-—Cruiser and Torpedo 
Boat to the Rescue. 


GIBRALTAR, June 2.—The British steam- 
er Craighall, from Cardiff for Savona, is 
ashore off Point Ceres and is being attacked 
by Moors. The British cruiser Amethyst 
and a torpedo boat are proceeding to the 
eteamer’s assistance 


They entered the bore in Fifth avenue near 


speed on the suburban line of the Rhode 


Island Traction dompa ny. 


It is feared that some of the injured will die ; 


The wreck took place at Moore's corner 
in Bast Providence. A large fifteen seated 
open electric car, chartered by a private party 
of excursionists from Thornton,’ had been 

spending the evening at Crescent park, a 
summer garden on the Providence river, ten 
miles down Narragansett bay. 

The car was packed, and the footboards 
were crowded with as many. passengers as 
could hold on. It is believed there were fully 
150 persons on the car. 

Going at Full Speed. 

The start on the return trip was made 
shortly after midnight. The motorman had 
a clear track and sent his car at full speed. 
It is believed the car was running at the rate 
of 60 miles an hour. 

The excursioniste—men, women, and older 
chiléren—all unconecious of danger, were 
singing and laughing. The ride home was 
one of the enjoyable parte of the evening's 
pleasure. 

“ Strikes a Sharp Curve. 

At Moores corner, in East Providence, 
there is a sharp curve. The car, going at 
frightful speed, struck this curve without 
slackening. 

It is stated that the car was in charge of a 
new motorman who had never been over the 
line before and knew nothing of the condition 
of the road there. 

The outer wheels lifted from the rails and 
the car hung disaily on the inner wheels for 
one brief instant. In that instant the hush 
of fear fell over the excursionists. Then 
there came one long, wild shriek as the 
heavy car with its human freight overturned 
and was huried off the rails to the ground, 
a huge splintered mass of wood, iron, broken 
glass, twisted steel, and human quivering 
flesh. 
Crash Heard for Blocks. 

The crash of the disaster Was heard for 
many blocks, even before the shrieks of the 
irjured sounded the alarm. 

Residents of nearby homes hurried to the 
scene to rescue those still imprisoned in the 
wreckage. 

Nine dead, four women and five men, were 
taken from the wreckage by the first ar- 
rivals. Fourteen seriously injured were ex- 
tricated, five of whom died in a few minutes, 
even before they could be placed in the am- 
bulauces, which had been sent as quickly as 
the news of the disaster reached the police 
stations. 

“Nine of the seriously injured were taken to 
the Rhode Island hospital in this city. It 
is feared several of them will die. 

Fifty others were hurt, but not seriously. 
They were able to go to their homes in 
Thornton.

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Refusalsa Sometimes Given. 


The street railway companies of Chicago 
‘continue to exhibit the old and exasperating 
rule that passengers, to secure a transfer, 
must ask for it at the moment of paying 
fare. There seems to be light ahead, how- 
ever; a relief not yet, but soon. 

The opinion of Justice Clinch of the New 
York Appellate court handed down on Fri- 
day bears directly upon this rule, Prepara- 
tions are said to be under way to test it in 
the Chicago courts. 

Justice Clinch’s opinion sustained the de- 
cision of the Court of Special Session in the 
case of Samuel Levine against the Nassau 
Electricrailway. It gives Levine a judgment 
of $50 because a conductor had refused to 
give him a transfer on the ground he had 
waited too long before asking for it. 


Rule Is Held Unreasonable. 


The opinion says a passenger becomes en- 
titled to a transfer as soon as he pays his 
fare, and that a railway company cannot 
arbitrarily restrict or limit that right. The 
case will be appealed. 

“A railway company may, under the stat- 
utes and terms of its charter, provide reason- 
able regulatfons for public convenience, but 
it would require a vivid imagination to sup- 
pose the rule of the company as to the 
granting of transfers catries out any such 
lawful purpose, says Justice Clinch. 


Analyzing the rule, the justice says it evi- | 


dentsy places upon a passenger the burden 
of deciding at the moment he pays his fare 
whether or not he wishes a transfer. 

This is not,“ says Justice Clinch, such a 
regulation as would promote the convenience 
of the public. The company might as well 
adopt a rule requiring that a passenger 
shoud ask for a transfer after he had ridden 
five blocks. ; 

Conductors Lenient or Surly. 

While the rule is not strictly inforced on 
Chicago street car lines, the public is in- 
debted for this boon not to the compary, but 
to the good nature of the majority of the 
conductors. The results of the attempts 
of the fll natured conductors te inforce the 
rule are, however. sufficiently exasperating. 
Sometimes the conductors even fear to break 
the rule. 

Women because of their defenselessness, 
apparently are the principal sufferers from 
the suriinese of conductors who are asked 
to issue a transfer after the fare has been 
paid. Almost every woman who travels 
frequently om street cars has had experi- 
ences with impudent conductores which they 
never forget. As a result they shrink from 
asking for a transfer after the first opportu- 
nity has passed. ; : 

On all north and west side cars there is a 
small sign at one side of the forward door 
which reads: 

„ Transfers will be issued only at request 
of passengers at time fare is collected.“ 

Passengers facing forward may see this 
sign if their eyesight is good and if they are 
careful not to overlook any,of the sigrs in 
the car. Passengers facing the rear miy be 
ignorant of ite existence. 


Admonitions Are Given Passenger. 
On the south side each of the City railway 
cbmpany’s care carries the sign: 


“Tranfers Will Be Issued Only at Time 


Fares Are Paid.” |

He suggested that it be fired near the stove, 
and I told him that I did not wish to have 
anything to do with it, but suggested a 
fuse, and went to my house and got a piece 
of fuse and a bunch of cotton which was in 
the pantry. my wife giving them to me. I 
gave them to Brother Freeman and told him 
that I did not propose to have anything 
whatever to do with it. 


Minister Fears Exposure. 

He said he did not know how to fire the 
fuse, and I told him that I could do that and 
showed him how it was done, laying the fuse 
on a stone in the barn. The fuse burned, but 
the cotton did not, and Brother Freeman 
said that would not do, that there must be 
no trap about it. He said it would be best 
to fire it at the stove and make i appear 
as if the church had caught fire from the 
stove. Coal oll should be put on, he said, so 
it would de sure to burn. 

„Brother Freeman said it would be a Viess- 
ing to the community if we had a new church 
building, up to date and in the town, and 
that God would blese the man who would 
put the old church out of the way. He said 
it ought to be fired by some one who stood 
well in the community and who would not be 
suspected. When he left he asked me to 
study over the matter and see H I could not 
do it. 1 told bim it would be of no use for 
me to study about the matter as I never 
would do it.” 

Tells of the Fire. 

The witness said he was at the services on 
the night the church was burned and that 
after the congregation had left Mr. Free- 
man asked him again to burn the church, but 
he refused. The minister said there was 
$800 insurance on it, and that would go 8 
long ways towards building 4 new church. 

The witnesge also said that the minister 
had told him that he had coai of] in the 
church and it could be set on fire near the 
stove and it would appear ase if the floor had 
caught fire from the stove. The witness 
still refused and that night the church was 
burned. When he saw Mr. Freeman again 
the minister said that he had walked across 
the fields to his home and that the flre had 
Started in abofit twenty minutes after he 
left the church. The witness did not know 
whether Mr. Freeman had fired it or not.

REASSURE BRITISH CONSUMERS 


Chicago Packers Tell People of London 
Stories of Diseased Cattle Being 
Sold Are All Fiction. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 2.—-Edward Morris, the 
Chicago beef packer, who is now in London; 
said today he is amazed that English news- 
papers are publishing charges against the 
packers when no official statement had ap- 
peared. He said the only basis for the 
charges was a work of fiction, and the state- 
ments contained in this work are absolutely 
without corroboration. 

The allegations in regard to diseased meat 
being canned he said are unfounded. More- 
over, it would be impossible to can meat 
in a diseased condition. He ridiculed the 
story about.a workman and his son falling 
into a cauldron of lard and the bodies being 
left there. 

Armour & Co. of Chicago have issued a 
manifesto in England stating that all meats, 
canned or otherwise, from their packink 
house, are inspected by government inspec- 
tors, who have full access at all times to all 
parts of the plants. The inspectors are em- 
powered to condemn and destroy ail diseased 
or other meat unfit for food.

TO RECEDE FROM DECISION. 


Plead That Consumers Be ‘Allowed to 
Pay Cost of 


Hands of Secretary of Agriculture 


Men Regarding Concessions They 
Are Willing to Make. | 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.]— 
Strong pressure is being exercised by the 
| Stock raisers of the country to induce the 
president to recede from his decision to urge 
Kongress to require the packers to pay the 
cost of the meat inspection service. 

Judge Cowan of Texas. who was consulted 
largely in the preparation of the railroad 
rate bill, saw the president today, and the 
latter called Messrs. Neill and ele, 
Into the conference. 
The president recognized that the consum- 
ers of the country would be protected by 
the proposed legislation which, therefore, was 
of general importance, but he pointed out 
the niggardly policy pursued in the past by 
congress in providing funds for the inspec- 
tion service and the probability of its con- 
tinuance. 


Wants Packers to Pay. 


The president insisted that an adequate 
inspection was in the interest of producers, 
consumers, and packers, and in order to 
obtain such an inspection he believed it de- 
sirable to take the matter out of the hands 
of congress and place it in those of the sec- 
retary of agriculture, who could collect suffi- 
cient fees to pay the cost of the inspection. 

The only hope of those opposed to the pres- 
ddent’s program lies in the attitude of the 
house. Representative Wadsworth, chair- 
man of the committee om agriculture of the 
house, left Washington this morning for 
New York to attend a political convention. 

Represemtative Lorimer went last night 
to Chicago, and while at home will confer 
with the packers regarding the substitute for 
the Beveridge amendment which he and Mr. 
| Wadsworth have drawn. This substitute 
places the cost of the inspection upon the 
government. Mr. Lorimer will find out from’ 
the packers how far they are willing to go 
and when he returns to Washington, early 
next week, will be in a position to inform the 
agricultural committee of the concessions 
the packers are prepared to make. 


Message Practically Ready. 


The. president's message is practically 
ready, and {s being read by several members 
of the cabinet. It will be laid before congress 
at noon on Monday with the summary of the 
report of Messrs Neill and Reynolds, It is 
a strong document, painting the packing 
houses as they are and criticising the men 
who are responsible for theftales which have 
no basis save in their distorted fancy, or are 
exaggerated accounts of past occurrences 
and conditions. 

The president makes it clear he wants te 
protect the interests of the whole country. 
the producers, the consumers, and the pack- 
ers, and the way to accomplish this is by 
‘means of effective legislation. Such legis- 
lation will be a guarantee that if the condi- 
tions complained 6f exist they will be reme- 
died, and if they do not exist that they can 
not develop.

= Millers Stirs Resentment 
in Minneapolis. 


. USED FOR GAIN. | 
Surplus Relief Supplies Bought | 


Up Cheaply by Coast Firms 
for Foreign Market. 


Minneapolis, Ming. June 2.— [Special. 
M nneapolis millers were 1 today to 
Jearn that the central relief committee of 
San Francisco, which finde itself with a sur- 
pilus of 9,000 tons of flour on hand, proposed 
to sell the Hour Minneapolis rushed out to the 
sricken city at the time of its distress. This 
extract from a San Francisco paper received 
bere conveyed the news: 


Three of the big milling companies have formed 
| & pool to relieve the finance committee of some- 
thing like 9,000 tons of flour that has been ac- 


cumulating in San Francisco during the last few 


weeks. Shipments of fiour began to arrive here 


from Minnesota, Kansas, and all parts of the 
country within a few days after San Francisco's 
appeal for aid went out to the world, and flour 
shipments soon reached such proportions that the 
authorities in charge of the relief supplies were 


soon confronted with the serious problem of finding 


ways and means to dispose of the surplus. The 
milling interests came to the committee's relief 
by offering to take over all the surplus flour no 
‘needed in relieving the wants of the city’s charges 
and local bakeries. 

The price fixed for the flour is §2.25 a barrel, so 
that the deal will bring approximately $200,000 
into the coffers of the finance committee, The 
fact that the finance committee is disposing of the 
flour at considerably less than the cheapest grades 
of local flour is explained by the fact that all of 


the flour will have to go back to the mill, be put 
through the hoppers again, and then resacked. 


It will them be shipped to China, London, and 
other foreign markets. 


Millers Feel They Have Been Duped. 

At the offices of the big milling companies, 
the Pillsbury-Washburn, the Washburn- 
Crosby, and the Consolidated, the matter 
was discussed today. Charles C. Bovey and 
John Washburn of the Washburn-Crosby 
company were inclined to wait for more de- 
taile of the situation before giving an opin- 
ion. F. G. Atkinson, who was most con- 
cerned with the forwarding of flour. is out 


of the city. In the offices of H. P. Galagher 


of the Consolidated and Henry L. Little of 
the Pillsbury company, there was the same 
disposition to be fair and to avoid a hasty 
‘conclusion pending the receipt of further 
information, but disappointment and dis- 
pleasure were everywhere manifested. 

The millers feel that in this way they have 
been duped. H. E. Fairchild of the Pills- 
bury-Washburn company, said: 

“It is evident that the San Francisco 
finance committee, concerned only with the 
affairs of that city, hae giver little thought 
ta the effect of their proposed actions. It 
would be demoralizing. upon the markets 
and the full effect might not wear off fora 
long time. Minneapolis milling companies 
have agencies and resident salesmen every- 
where. The turning loose of a great quantity 
of flour, to go out in various directions at 
slaughter prices, was a contingency not cal- 
culated upon when the contributions were 


made. 


Would Hurt Foreign Trade. 

The price of $2.25 a barrel, applicable to 
Minneapolis flour in total, would be the most 
absurd figure ever heard. The high-grade 
Minneapolis product sent out costs almost 
$4 in Minneapolis, and freight is $1.40. The 
millers, to be sure, put in this flour at exceed- 
ingly low and unprofitable figures and rail- 
roads hauled it free, but these sacrifices and 
concessionge were made in the interest of 
stricken San Francisco and not for the ben- 
efit of miscellaneous persons who might 
come in for the great slaughter sale of flour. 

We have taken no action, but I am sure 
neither our company nor any other will per- 
mit its brands to go out in the hands of com- 
petitors abroad, neither would we want any 
flour sold abroad with Minneapolis brands 
on it if at all out of condition. Rather than 
that this should happen we probably would 
buy back the flour ourselves.” 


Eight Bids In for Flour. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 2.—[Special.]— 


There were 9,000 tons of flour contributed, 
only a small part of which could be used. 
The relief committee then decided to sell 
part of the flour, but they did not take a 
general bid, and decided to seil the flour at 
$2.25. a barrel. There was an outcry from 
other dealers and it finally was decided to 
receive other bids. The flour will now be sold 
at a higher price, as eight sealed bids have 
been received. If the flour is sold the buyers 
must agree to export it. The same plan of 
selling the surplus excess of other supplies 
will have to be adopted later on. 


SAYS HE WILL SUE POLICEMAN. 


John Panagos Blames Detective for Let- 
ting Boys Steal His Fruit 
While Fighting. 


While Detective James Costello. of the 
fire attorney's office was listening last night 
to the arguments of two peddlers as to which 
had a right to sell fruit on a street corner, a 
crowd of boys surrounded one of the wagons 
and carried away bananas, oranges, pine- 
apples, and other fruit valued at 628. Now 
the owner of the fruit threatens to sue De- 
tective Costello for the loss. 

The peddlers are John Panagos, 20 New- 
berry avenue, and Harry Geneiopilos, 321 
Halsted street. After a short argument 
they clinched. Both fell and rolled on the 
sidewalk. At this point Detective Costello 
interfered. For a moment Panagos turned 
his attention to his wagon and saw that the 
entire load had disappeared. Then he de- 
nounced the policeman. 

The lieutenant at the Maxwell street police 
station suggested to Lockup Keeper James 
Hartigan that the detective be searched. 
Costello admitted that the fruit had been

Pullmans Not Yet Safe. 
The agreement of the conferees to let out 


tiie sleeping car companies has aroused a 


storm of disapproval in the senate, and Mr. 
Foraker and others tonight say they will in- 


lat that the Pullman cars shall go back into 


the bill and be treated exactly like all other 
subsidiary transportation companies. 

It may be that the sleeping car companies 
ought not to be made amenable to the inter- 
state merce law. I am not prepared to 
say they should be. The present law, at 
least, was aimed at freight carriers rather 
than passenger carriers, after all, and possi- 
bly the Pullman company, which has not 
been offensive in ite treatment of passengers, 
should be let alone. 

But the fact remains that the senate by 
an overwhelming majority voted to include 
the sleeping cars and it therefore becomes 
important to realize that the sole responsi- 
bility for the mysterious favor shown to the 
Pullman company lies upon Col. Hepburn of 
Iowa, chairman of the houge committee on 
interstate commerce, and Mr. James 8.

“No carrier subject to provisions of this 
act shall, after Jan. 1, 1907, directly or indi- 
rectly, issue or give any interstate free ticket, 
f*ce pass, or free transportation for passage. 
Any carrier violating this provision shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, 
rpon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 

of not exceeding $1,000; and any person who 
Uses, Cnetes or accepts for himself or for 
enother such interstate free ticket, free pass, 
or free transportation, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misderheanor and. upon conviction 
thereof, befeubject to like penalty.“ 


New Star in the Flag. 

So far as regards the statehood bill, the 
conferees have agreed upon exactly the basis 
of compromise I predicted the night the 
senate “flew the coop and passed the re- 
markable amendments which upset the whole 


‘statehood scheme of the republican leaders.

To the story, which is almost devoid of 
dramatic interest, he has given a luster of in- 
tense situationg which dispels what other- 
wise might prove a tiresome portrayal of the 
lovable but simple character of the colonel, 
Each act is so dependent on what comes after 
that the interest of the audience continues 
and when the d@énouement is reached, Ks 
conception is found to be a work of art. 

Tree's style of acting ia peculiarly well suit- 
ed to the portrayal of the role of the colonel. 
In voice, figure, and mannerisms he has a 
combination of elements that produce a 
splendid and typical impersonation of the 
character as described by Thackeray's de- 
lineations. He breathes the spirit of the age 
of chivalry in which Col. Newéome lived. He 
ucts the part naturally and without effort, 
although it would be easy to make the role 
forced, stilted, and awkward. There is every

How She Became a Weaver. 

Wnen I returned to England in 1890,“ she 
told me, “I looked around for something to 
occupy my time. It was during a visit to 
Canterbury cathedral that I first made the 
acquaintance of a hand loom. In the old ca- 
thedral city, descendants of the Flemish 
weavers who centuries ago found refuge 
there sifll work at the same trade. 80 in- 
terested did I find myself in the work of the 
hand loom that I felt at once my future ca- 
reer was settled. The simplicity of its mech- 
anism, and the artistic work it was capable 
of producing both astonished and delighted 
me. I then and there became a pupil. 

Such remarkable aptitude did she show for 
the work that in six lessons she hed mastered 
all her instructor could teach her and carried 
on the rest of her training unaided. She has 
now secured every honor that the Guilds of 
Arts and Crafts in the united kingdom cap 
bestow upon her. Although she is at the 
top of her craft, she gill adheres to the 
strenuous life, a habit "which she says she 
contracted in America and cannot shake off 
in the more sommolent English atmosphere. 


Patronized by Royalty. 

She frequently puts in as much as ten 
hours a day at her loom,“ and is continually 
evolving new designe and making fresh dis- 
coveries in the manipulation of warp and 
woof. She enjoys the distinguished patran- 
age, as the English phrase goes, of the queen 
and other members of the royal family, the 
duchess of Marlborough, the duchess of 
Somerset, the duchess of Leeds, the countess 
of Warwick, 
stars in the social firmament, but there is 
no suggestion of the spoiled favorite of 
fortune about her. She gives herself no airs 
and indulges in no sentimental ravings about 
art for art’s sake. 

“TIT am a weaver she says, not be- 
cause I am particularly in love with it, but 
because it provides an honest means of em- 
ployment, and combines art with a decent in- 
come.“ 

The fact that she maintains a fashionable 
establishment in one of the most aristo- 
cratic thoroughfares of South Kensington 
indicates that her earnings from her loom 
must be considerably in excess of what most 
folk regard as a decent income. 


Work Shown at Art Exhibitions. 
Her work is prominently displayed at the 
various exhibitions of the Arts and Crafts 
associations. throughout the country. The 
growing popularity of the hand loom and the 
superiority of its products over machine 
made goods are attracting many women of 
culture to this branch of industry, with the 
result that Mies Brown has several pupils 
who can afford to pay substantial fees for 
their tuition. Among der pupile is Mrs. 
Charles Thompson of Philadelphia, who is 
greatly interested e founding of the 

Arts and Crafts ment in that city.

Continental Order Agaiast Church. 
In Austria and Germany, in fact, every

The wise virgin infolds all these charms in the 
mysterious wrappings of a veil, which lures one on to 
further acquaintance, which half conceals, half reveals 
the full form and features of the face with all the maiden 
modesty of the traditional woman. 

And it is in this maiden modesty of the traditional 
woman whose role was played in obscurity and far from 
the gaze of the outer world that all the crisp hangings 
and all the strangely patterned dottings of the most 
modern of veilings of the most modern of new women 
Probably had their beginning. 

The bride's veil, poetical and picturesque, may be 


nothing more than a milliner's substitute for the flowing 


tresses which in olden time shyly concealed not a few of 
the bride’s personal attractions and covered her face when 
she kneit at the altar; an opinion countenanced by the 
fact that Elizabeth Stuart was not thought to require an 
artificial veil, since nature had given her such an abund- 
ance of circumfiuent hair. It may have had its origin 
in the vell_of the Jewish marriage ceremony or the yel- 


low veil of the Roman brides. It may Come from the 


same religious source as the veil which largely was used 
by the Christians in the ninth century and which in the 
diocese of Bologna was ata later period made to envelop 
both the bride and tHe groom during the performance 
of the ecclesiastical rite of matrimony. It may also be a 
mere amplification of the -eoif which medieval English 
brides used to wear between the gariand and the hair; of 
such coif as, for instance, Margaret Tudor wore under 
her-coronet at her celebrated wedding with the king of 
Scotland. Margaret Tudor, the annals tell us, wore “a 
varey riche coller of gold, of pyertery and perles around 
her neck, and the croune upen hyr hed, her hayre hang- 
inge. Betwixe the saide croune and the hayres was a 
varey riche coyfe hangynge down. behind the. whole 


length of her bodye.” That is to say, she was crowned — 


and veiled and also wore flowing hair. 

In the following century at the celebration of the 
marriage of Elizabeth Stuart with the Palatine she wore 
“her hair disheveled about her shoulders.” As the poet 
Heywood versified it: “At length the blushing bride 
comes with her hair disheveled bout her shoulders.” 
Mes. Everett Green says she wore a dress of Florence 
cloth of silver, richly embroidered, and on her head a 
crown of gold, brilliantly decked with. diamonds and 
pearls, from which pendants of the same mingled with 
her lorig and beautiful hair, which drooped over her 
shoulders down to the waist. Her train was borne by 
sixteen young ladies robed in white satin, the number 
coinciding with the years of her age. 

But the veil custom dates from most primitive times 
and most primitive folk. When a South Afric amara 
wgman is asked in marriage she covers her face for a 
time with the flap of a head dress made for this purpose. 
At a Yedezee marriage the bride is covered from head to 
foot with a thick veil and when arrived at her new 
home she retires behind a curtain in the corner of a 
darkened room, where she remains for three days before 
her husband Is permitted to see her. In Corea the bride 
has to cover her face with her long sleeves when 
meeting the bridegroom at the wedding, and the jaunty 
little Japanese ladies hide beneath the heaviness of 2 
cotton wadding sort of veiling. ;

did ‘not know the total meaning 
of the word “old.” The reine 
eee which are the stock in trade of 
Ween this. ancient city of Thebes date 
* so far back into the dimness of 
Wow here that all the other antiquities of 
earth seem as fresh and recent as a morn- 
ing newspaper. 

Old merely te a relative term. after 
all. I remember in my nate town: we 
small boys used to gaze m reverent awe at 
a courthouse that actually was built before 
the civil war. We would look up at that 
weather beaten frame structure, two 
stories high, with a. square bird cage on 
top of it, and to us it had all the historic 
interest of a medieval castle. Later, in 
Chicago when the special writer on the 
newspaper ran short of topics he would 
dish up an illustrated story on the oldest 
br: iding in town. It was constructedaway 
back in 1833. 

When a man from the west goes east for ‘ 
the first time and sees Independence hall in 
Philadelphia he takes off his hat and tries ! 
to grasp the overwhelming fact that the 
building stood there even in the far distant 
colonial period. When he travels to Lon- 
don and walks through St. Paul's or stands 
in the Henry VIII. chapel at Westminster 
he begins to get a new line on the meaning 
of “old.” Later, he sees the Forum at 
Rome and declares to himself: At last I 
have found something really ancient.” I 

But When he arrives at Luxor and ram- 
bles among the elephantine ruins and sits | 
in the deep cool shade of temples that had 
been standing a good many centuries be- 
fore any one thought of laying out the : 
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Forum in Rome he will begin to understand 
how everything else in the world is com- 
paratively hot from the griddle. One day 
we were in the shop of Mouhammed Mou- 1 
hassib. in Luxor, and the eld antiquarian 
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reached under the counter and lugged out 
amummy. The boty was preserved, and 
the embalming cloth in which it was 
wrapped and cross wrapped still retained a definite 
texture. 

“This mummy dates back beyond any of the dynas- 
ties of which we have a record,” said the dealer. There 
were no inscriptions on the mummy case, because when 


this gentleman lived it was not the custom “to inscribe 


the cocoon. You will observe, however, that he was 
buried in a sitting posture, and we know that this man- 
ner of burial was discontinued about 6000 B. Cc.” 

As we stood there gazing into the calm features of 
the unidentified has been and realized that he had deen 
sitting in that easy attitude for 8,000 years waiting for 
us to come along and be presented to him, we began to 
get a faint inkling of what the word “old” really 
means. 

Goodness knows I am not going to attempt any de- 
tailed description of the stupendous ruins which make 
Luxor the most interesting spot in Egypt. 
is going “to deseribe Luxor needs a new box of adjec- 
tives every few minutes, and, besides, to repeat over 
and over again that the columns and-cavernous sanctu- 
aries at Karnak are “gigantic,” and “colossal,” and 
“huge,” and so on, cannot bring the reader to any 
actual conception of the barbaric massiveness of these 
ancient structures. 

The rulers who built the main temple of Karnak, a 
section at a time, thought they were not doing them- 
selves credit unless they piled up columns about the 
size of the redwood trees in California, and guarded 
each entrance with statues as big as the Goddess of 
Liberty in New York harbor, and when they made a wall 
to inclose a courtyard, they put up something to re- 
semble a mountain range. The ordinary 150 pound

the vast shadows of these overwhelming uplifts of 
masonry feels about as large and as important asa flea. 
Everywhere about these temples there are uni- 
formed guards whose duty it is to protect the remains 
against the vandal and the refic hunter. The guard fol- 
lows a few feet behind you as you roam through the 
many acres of toppling ruin. He ts afraid that you 
will steal something. Inasmuch as the smallest frag- 


ment of one of these huge statues, or obelisKs, would. 


weigh probably 600 pounds, we felt that he was not jus- 
tified in suspecting’ us. But he followed us along and 
then, when we were leaving, he calmly came forward 
and indicated that he was ready to take a money insult. 
This move on his part was most characteristic of the 
Egyptian attitude toward visitors in general. Every 
native expects to get something out-of a traveler for the 
simple reason that he needs the money. Suppose that a 
suspicious character should arrive in an American city 
and the chief of police sent out a detective to shadow 
him and see that he did nat blow open any. safes or 
crawl inte any second stories. The detective, having 
followed the suspect all day, approaches him at night- 
Tall and says: Look here; you have put me to a lot of 
trouble. I have been on my feet all day watching you 
for fear that you, were going to commit a burglary and 
‘I think it is only right that you should pay me some- 
thing.“

instance, although the copper coins are in common use

Egyptian money is easity understood by Americans. 
The piaster is the same as our 5 cent piece or nickel. 
The silver 5 piaster piece resembles our quarter and has 


the same value. The ten piaster piece is the same as 
our half dollar. The 100 piaster bill is worth 35. -tnas- 
much as many of the prices sound large and important 
when quoted in piasters, the dealers have learned to de- 
mand English pounds sterling or American dollars. That 
ist they name their first prices in sovereigns and dollars 
and - then gradually work down to piasters. I saw a na- 
tive trying to sell a scarab to a tourist. His first price 
was £7, equivalent to $35. After half an hour of hag- 
gling he had cut it to 7 piasters, or 35 cents, and the 
deal was consummated. 

i The old city of Thebes was a huge and hustling 
metropolis, surrounded by a high wall of a hundred 
gates, with countless regiments of soldiers marching 
out to conquer distant lands and bring back slaves in 
little batches of 80,000 or so. This Was along about 
2000 B. C. The city began to lose some of its importance 
a few centuries before the Christian era and dwindled 
in size until twenty years ago it was a mere village 
of huts nestling in the shade of the great temples. 
Then the tourist travel set in heavily and today Luxer 
is a hustling city with large hotels and fancy shops 
and a general air of prosperity. The magnificent temple 
of Luxor is in the heart of the new city. The rambling 
temple of Karnak is a short donkey ride to the north, 
and across the river, some three miles to the west, there 
more temples and shattered statues and the wonderful 
tombs of the kings. In olden days there was a broad 
Avenue leading north to Karnak and thence. west to the 
valley in the desert, where the kings were buried, and 
this boulevard was guarded on either side for the entire 
distance by huge recumbent sphinxes carved out of 
granite. Can you imagine,a double row of gigantic 
figures croughed on each side of the street and about 
twenty feet apart all the way up Broadway to Central 
park and then through the park to Riverside drive and 
up the drive to the distant suburbs? If so, you will 
understand to what an extent these old rulers went 
n for sphinxes. Labor cost nothing and time did not 
count for anything and if a king wished to build an 
avenue of sphinxes leading to his private temple or 
tomb all he had to do was to give the word. 

As soon as a king mounted a throne he began mak- 
ing his funeral preparations and ordered the entire staff 
of stone cutters to chisel out hieroglyphs explaining 
that he was great“ and good and just and that he never 
took off his hat to any one except the gods, and then 
not ordinary picayune gods, but only those of the first 
magnitude. According to the hierogiyphs, every king 
that ruled in Egypt was as wise as Solomon, as brilliant 
in military strategy as Napoleon, and as hard on the 
evildoer as our own beloved T. R.“ 

This unanimous outpouring of eulogy largely is ex- 
plained by the fact that every. memorial in honor of a 
ruler was erected and supervised by that ruler himself. 
It’s a fact! Of all the countless temples and obelisks 
and godlike granite figures and festal tombs, chambers 
remaining in Egypt to testify to the majesty and splen- 
dor of the ancient dynasties, every one was built under 
the personal supervision of the mgn who gets all of the 
glory out of the inscriptions. The succeeding generation 
never got up subscription lists to build monuments to 
statesmen or military commanders. Tue dutiful and 
loving son never ordered a memorial in honor of his 
illustrious father. He was too busy carving his own 
biography on the sandstone and depicting himself as 
pursuing the enemy or taking afternoon tea with 
haughty three headed gods. e 

In old Egypt every king was his own press agent. 
These rulers could have written some dandy “ personal 
recollections” for the magazines, because they remem- 
bered all the incidents that brought them to the center

it isnot my desire to attack Ramesses, 
but I feel it my duty to submit to students 
of history ang archeologists a most inter- 
ésilng papyrus which came into my pos- 
session at Luxor. If this document is ac-» 
cepicd as authentic and the statements are 
believed, then ic wouldappear that Rameses 
was the champion advertiser of ancient 
times. If Rameses were alwe today he 
would own all the billboards in America. 2 
He. would take a full page in every Sunday 
paper and have his picture on free calendars. 
He would give Lawson cards and spades. 
Im all accepted record discovered up to 
this time Rameses has received nothing 
but praise. Why? Because all the records 
were doctored by Rameses himself, He 
was the great builder of Egypt and all over 
the walls of every building that he erecte® 
he had his pieture and tales of his mighty 
achievements blagoned forth in bright col- 
ors like the row of banners in front of a 
side show. Wherever in Egypt he could find 
a eee smooth faced rock he would engage a member of 
the Royal academy to sculp something about Rameses, 
and he would always stand and look over the sculptor’s 
shoulder to make sure that the king didn’t get the worst 
of it. If the army of Rameses suffered defeat at the Je pcan 
hands of the Hittites, did any mention of the fact find. 
its way into the inscriptions? Most assuredly not. 
Rameses had the hieroglyphs report that he made a 
masterly maneuver in, order to develop the strength 
of the enemy and ‘then retired to a new and more 
strategic position. We cannot discover from the old in- 
scriptions that any Egyptian army ever suffered defeat, 
and yet it has been learned from other sources that 
now and then an invading army had the whole native 
population running foot races up and down the Nile.

The price was large, but I felt justified in 
paying it, for the native assured me that I could sell it 
ta the British museum at any time for twice as much.

Many botanists say it is a chimera that any plant 
may be used for a barometer, thermometer, hygrome- — 
ter, and heliometer. But most botanists are willing to 
admit that plants are sensitive to light, rain, and 

atmospheric conditions: Their leaves turn and often 
distort their natural positions to get the light, only 
to turn back or to droop with the approach of a storm. 
The most sensitive of these are the compass plant, the 
wild lettuce of Europe, and the basket plant, mon 
to much of North America, especially to the prairies 
of Texas and Alabama. These plants give the broad 
side of their leaves to the sun, so the edge is north

Laborers, of course, are most in demand 
in a free labor employment bureau. Why, 
then, should able bodied men be sitting 


“around waiting for something to turn 


up.“ When there are so many opportunities 
for the laborer to find employment? Any- 
body who has an able body may turn la- 
borer. It requires no peculiar training, skill, 
or knowledge. And here are the jobs, right 
at hand. Why don’t these idlers about tne 
waiting room get out and get them? 

The answer is this: They don't want that 
kind of a job. They don’t want to be la- 
borers, or, if they are willing to work at 
such employment, they are particular about 
the line in which they engage, and the line 
that finds favor in their eyes does not hap- 
pen at present to be represented in the list 
of tue office. Hence they will sit and wait, 
idle, and earn nothing until exactly the kind 
of a job that they want shallturn up. Then, 
if they happen to find the job just as it 
should be in every respect, they will go to 
work. Apparently it isn’t laziness on the 
part of the “ waiters.’’ Most of them really 
want work, else they would not come to the 
office. This is proved by the large number 
annually placed in positions by the bureau. 
But many of them are burdened with a de- 
sire to get “just the kind of a job they 
want,” and their notions concerning this job 
often are weird and,wonderful.

‘Usually Object to Pay. 

Sometimes a position fills the desires of 
the applicamt in everything but the smallest 
detall. The pay most often is the cause of 
refusal to accept. It would seem that a 
man out of work and earning nothing a week 
would be glad to accept. temporarily at 
least, a position which would net him $8, 
even though he has been accustomed to 
earning as high as $17.50. But not so. The 
correspondence of the bureau shows that 
dozens of men have remeined unemployed 
month after,month because they could not 
get a position which paid enough to suit 
them.

Takes Strong Man to Keep Clean. 

„Business is business, and it is hell, de- 
sides. It takes a strong man, a brave, strong 
man, to keep his hands clean in it and keep 
his head above water. Most men are not 
strong—at least, not strong enough. The 
consequence is that few of them can go into 
business, make a success of it, and keep their 
hands clean, figuratively speaking. \ 

“ and the worst phase of the matter is that 
so few of them appear fo want to keep them- 
selves clean after they’ve been in business 
No, sir, they don't seem 
to want to do it. It's all business with them 
after they get the dollar chase developed 
fairly in their craniumse. 

Ik they can go along and keep honest and 
play fair without any exertion, inconven- 
lence, or loss of any kind upon their part, 
well and good They'd just aa soon be 
honest or not, if it doesn’t cost them any- 
thing. But let the need for dishonesty or 
crooked dealing come up! O, it an makes 
me tired! Time and time again I've gone 
into the heart of some business house and 
found such rottenness on the part of the 
leading lights of the firm that I’ve sworn I'd 
chuck the whole business and go out into the 
woods, where I wouldn’t have to be conscious 
of the foulness that obtains as the regular 
thing in our Best Institutions and among 
our Best Men. 

% Money making is the best policy’ is 
the way the successful business man must 
quote the old proverb nowadays. And he 
lives up tothe saying. If dishonesty, treach- 
ery of the foulest sort, is necessary to the 
money making, then he will be dishonest and 
treacherous just as readily as he will be 
honest and decent if his ends may be thus 
best served. 

O, it's bad, bad, bad! I was just going 
over my old papers, and among them I camed 
across some old notes bearing the name of 
Adolph Gruber & Son. I did business with 
Gruber & Son some time ago, and when I 
think of what I found there I grow pessimis- 
tic and talk as I do tonight about the rotten- 
ness of modern business. 

„Considering everything in a fair minded 
manner, I believe that this was the ugliest 
little piece of crookedness that I came across 
in all my years of dealing with crooked peo- 
ple. It wasn’t that I hadn't run across prac- 
tically the same thing several times before. 
But the circumstances of this decidedly were 
different. They—but I'll begin at the begin- 
ning and tell you the story in regular fashion. 


Old Man Loved His Adolph. 


„Adolph Gruber & Son were commission 
merchants, and had a good sized business, 
They were a solid firm, financially, and they 
were making money. It was an old house, 
established shortly after the civil war, had 
been prosperous ever since, and there was no 
reason in the world why they should not have 
continued to do so for another forty years, 
if the thing that I’m going to tell you about 
hadn't happened.

Under another title 
Charles Francis Adams, John Lothrop Mot- 
ley, and James Russell Lowell had been his 
predecessors, while with the title of ambas- 
sador Thomas F. Bayard and John Hay had 
left diplomatic records there. But among 
these the name of Choate is written large in 
vp eye of British and American apprecia- 

on. 

On this side of the water there had been 
eriticisms of some of the earlier represente- 
tives of the United States government. 
„Lord“ James Russell Lowell especially 
had been an American characterization ort 
that poet-statesman who had gone to London, 
where long before he had established him- 
self in ‘English letters. Others bad been 
criticised for too close application to the 
social side of a queen’s court. 

Joseph Choate, attorney at law, put aside 
& professional income that might be ran- 
som for a prince, took his government's 
pottage purse, andin the garb of plain Broth- 
er Jonathan seated Brother Jonathan on 
equal level close at the side of John Bull, em- 


/phasizing the fact that there was Jonathan's 


permanent place. Bull was pleased in a mo- 
ment, and when King Edward finally broke 
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the precedents of British royalty and dined . 


with the attorney at law, Joseph Choate 
broke another British precedent and allowed 


Queen Alexandra to precede the king into 
the state dining room. 


‘ Kingdom Bade Him Farewell. 
But when this Yankee@iplomat came away | 
after six years of Brother Jonathan insist- 


ence at John Bull’s gilded court, à kingdom 
bade him a state farewell, whileat the steam- 


ship plier in New York a horde of newspaper 


reporters and photographers seized upon him 
and tested anew and unsuccessfully the Hte- 
long reputation of amiability in the person- 
ality of Joseph Choate. 

Who but an amiable Yankee - would 
have arisen to that occasion wnen at a Brit- 
ish state function a peer, mistaking the 
ambassador in his conventional evening 


clothes against a background of gold lace, 
dressed him: 15 


Call me a cab!” 

Tou are a cab, sir,” was the polite re- 
turn from the ambassador. 

Call me a cab immediately!” glowered 
the peer, raising his voice, 

“You are a cab Immediately, sir,” re- 


turned the ambassador in the suavest pos- 


sible manner. When the mistake was dis- 
closed to the nobleman there were extreme 
apologies on one side and a hearty laugh on 
the other. 

When President McKinley chose this lead- 
er of the American bar to represent the 
United States at the court of a queen, the 
country of the ambassedor was the country 
of Joseph Choate’s pilgrim ancestry. The 
arst pilgrim father of the name had come to 
Essex, Mass., in 1645, and while Joseph 


Choate always has given the pilgrim father 


his due, he has insisted more strang- 
ly upon the dues of the pligrim mother 
who, enduring all that the pilgrim father 
ever did, had also to endure the pilgrim 
father! Thus when Ambassador Choate 
went as the accredited representative of the 
United States, he took Joseph Choate for 
the administration of the office. Further as 
@ business proposition he had paid for the 
privilege.

Gave Up Practice of $100,000 a Year. 


There is a wide margin to the wrong column 
of profit and loss when A man gives up a law 
practice of $100,000 a year for the $17,500 of 
that government office abroad; there is « 
wider one when that lawyer has said, I 
would rather be the leader of the New York 
bar than to be president of the United 
States. Still, having attained that leader- 
ship, this ethical and professional ambition 
may be waived.

At the same time the Joseph Choate point 
of view in money matters may be seen in the 
remark of a friend at the New York bar, who 
gaid that only Bob Ingersoll and Joe Choate 
could find so much time for fun out of posi- 
tions which could bring them $100 a day.” 
That Choate never fafied to appreciate this 
position and his opportu , however, is 
shown on an occasion whem addressing the 
judge of a court in ani ant cage, the 
judge turned in his chair and began à con- 
versatlon with an attorney sitting near. In- 
stantly the lawyer stopped speaking, and 
when the judge, noting the silence, turned 
toward the speaker with raised brows, Choate 
took out his watch: 

‘I shall require just forty minutes to make 
this argument,” explained the lawyer from 
the dead silence of the room. “ In that forty 
minutes I shall have to ask for the undivided 
attention of the court.” 

It was this dignity of seriousness which 
lies behind Joseph Choate’s inherent wit and 
humor which in the beginning puzzied the 
British court. But when after Gunner Lon- 
don state had reconciled the two qualities of 
the man the student of diplomacy can ap- 
preciate how easily and informally one of 
the great diplomatic incidents of two great 
nations became world history: 

Are you ready to enter into a treaty of 
arbitration with us?“ asked the Yankee am- 
bassador of-Lord Lansdowne, 

„Why. it goes without saying that we are, 
was the hearty response of the British 
premier. 

And .with the farewell of England to Am- 
bassador Choate it may be said that the 
United States and Great Britain were on a 
clearer national and social footing than ever 
before in history.

And the,fact must be faced that most clerks 
do not take as much care with their work 
as they should. They make countless er- 
rors which they would not make were they 
as careful with thelr work as they should 
be; and these.errors are the source of un- 
counted expense and trouble to thelr em- 
ployers. It is safe to fay that 75 per cent 
of the srrors made in big offices are due to 
the carelessness of clerks. The other 26 
per cent are the excusable errors, the in- 
evitable ones. 

When it is considered that every error 
made may. mean the loss of many dollars to 
the firm, this is an appailing array ot figures. 
Every firm in the country suffers from er- 
“rors. Most of this is due to trade lost 
through these errors. To lose a valuable 
customer through a clerk's error ig no new 
or novel thing in business experience. An 

overcharge, a wrong dating of a bill, or the 
sending of a draft before it is due-any of 


‘these may result in the loss of a customer 


that means thousands of dollars in trade to 
the house. These are only a few of the ways 


‘tn which clerks err in a manner which di- 


rectly affects the customer. The ways in 
which they err in the office, where the error 
does not affect the customer, ‘are as many 
as the opportunities for the same.

Manager Tears His Hair. 

I have twenty clerks in my department. 
There are just two of them whose work I 
can look over and say with reasonable as- 
surance: This is correct.” The other 
eighteen are good clerks—they draw an 
average of $14 a week—but scarcely a week 
goes dy but one of them “falls don 
in a manner to force me to be suspicious of 
the work of all. Too often for my peace of 
mind and the good of the clerks themselves 
these errors are resultant from no other 
cause than rank carelessness. The effect is 
to make a department manager tear his hair 
and dream of a happy land where all clerks 


will take pains with their work; and where 


he will be saved the humiliation of meeting 
the general manager once a week to explain 
an error in his department. 

There are three classes of work in my de- 
partment. First, the figuring of the pro- 
ducing cost frofn which is derived the billing 
price. Second, extending and footing of loose 
leaves to be used in the ledgers; and third 
there is tne invoicing, which is nothing but 
copying the loose leaves on to an Invoice form 
and figuring in the discounts, 

The first of these possibly is the most im- 
portant of all. If the cost of production is 
figured wrong the billing price will be wrong 
and the whole account will be complicated. 
But even with the price fixed right there is

mistake is just as bad in its effect upon the 
customer as if it had been made in the orie- 
inal figures.

Costly Blunder in Invoice. 

One example of the mannerin which clerks 
make the life of the department head a bur- 
den is fllustrated by an error made by a 
clerk on a Liverpool invoice. This happened 
on a Saturday, when the clerks were hurry- 
ing in order to be through with their work 
at 1 otlock. Of course all work is checked 
before it ie allowed to go through. On this 
occasion the figures were checked on the 
cost of production and on the loose leaf. It 
happened that there was no one to check the 
final-invoice, so the work was given to the 
most reliable man in the department and per- 
mitted to go through without being checked. 

Four weeks later we were in receipt of a 
large how! from our Liverpool customer. The 
bill was several hundred dollars higher than 
it should have been. I looked it up. The 
error, as I expected, was in the final invoice. 
In copying the figures the clerk had copied 
atwoasaseven. The two resembled a seven 
about as much as a fountain pen resembles 
a lead pencil. The clerk simply had been 
careless in doing ~ . 


Two Men Make 3 Error. 

The Monday after this two clerks working 
on a price list made a mistake of 2 cents. 
One clerk figured an item wrong, the other 
clerk checked his error through without 
catching it. That price was used on every in- 
voice of the day. Two hundred and twenty 
invoices went out 2 cents off in the cost that 
day. If the price had been too high it would 
not have mattered so much, as a correcsion 
making a reduction does not hurt a customer 
nearly so much as one making an advance. 
But this is what we had to do, and it was 
months before the tangle was straightened 
out. 

This error was a pecullariy atrocious one, 
resulting from footing Gani 8 as 12 It 
might be excusable for one man to make such 
an error. But that two ghould make it 
showed conclusively that neither of them had 
his mind on his work in the proper degree. 

This is the way the year’s work goes on. 
It is impossible to get careful work. For 
$12 or $14 a week it should be possible to 


“get men who would work carefully all he 


time. If clerks could realize how many 
chances they throw away by their careless- 
ness it would be possible. As it is—‘‘.men 
may come and men may 80, but errors go on 
forever.”

_Trilby was not fresh and would not be for 
nearly a year, but she gave us about eight 


HEDING 1,000 people 3,000 full meals a 

day in out of doors quarters is not a 

simple proposition toany cook, or chef, 

or hotel manager. It becomes more 

complex when it/ig stipulated that 
scarcely ever will more than one day’s 
meals be served closer to the other day’s 
meals than 40 to 120 miles, and when it is 
added, further, that every posrible article in 
the commissary department must be packed 
and loaded after the last call for dinner in 
the evening; and be in readiness for unpack- 
ing, sixty miles away, at 8 to 4 o’clock in 
the morning for serving a6 o’clock breakfast 
in a mere vacant lot of tne day before. 

Well, this is the proposition which the 
commissary man of the circus is up against, 
and he may count upon the fact that every 
well man in the aggregation will come to his 
three meals with an appetite. 

I became the commissary man of Ringlings’ 
through the mere taste for the circus life. 
I almost forget where I did begin in the 
scale, ready for working up. My friends 
don’t call me old, by any means, but I have 
been more than twenty years in the busl- 
ness of feeding cizscus pé@ple. At the present 
time there are twenty in the commissary 
list, with seventy-five men distributed 
through the commissary tents; in addition 
there are two dining cars with eighteén men, 
and a special luncheon car with six men.

Selling Forty-five Quarts Daily. 

At the present time our regular little herd 
comprises four excellent cows, Trilby, Fanny. 
Pretty, and Buttercup. Trilby and Pretty are 
resting now; I plan to give them six weeks 
each before freshening. They do better when 
given such a rest. We now have two substi- 
tutes that are furnishing the milk in their 
place. Fanny and Buttercup are fresh. This 
morning Fanny gave twenty. and three- 
fourths pounds of excellent milk. This even- 
ing she will give perhaps a pound less. This 
morning Buttercup gave eighteen pounds and 
this evening she will give a like mesa, 

From the two we are able to sell now thirty- 
two quarts of fresh, clean milk daily, and we 
are selling enough from that given by others 
to bring the amount sold up to from forty to 
forty-five quarts daily.

Big Job to F eed a Circus; 
Three Thousand Meals a Day 


By A. L. Webb. 


the door to collect meal tickets of every 
employé entitled, to that certain meal that 
is to be served the reader will realize that 
order: and system are necessary in the high- 
est degree. No employé of the circus could 
get luncheon on June 18, for instance, by 
presenting a breakfast ticket dated June 14. 

In the matter of serving meals it is nec- 
essary that the boss of each gang of men 
on the work give out the tickets to his men 
in person. For instance, in the hurry of 
pitching a big circus it is necessary for a 
boss of a gang to know what is going on, 
what is to do, and what has been done. 
After the stroke of 6 o’clock he might have 
to. hunt up many a needed helper in ‘the 
dining tent if the tickets had been handed 
right and left the day before. 

The cook tents will have their ranges, 
their drip coffee urns, steam tables for keep- 
ing food warm, and all the necvssities for 
the quick preparation of full meals. Every 
cook and waiter will have his white linen 
dress, and the tables will be spread with 
good, serviceable dishes in order that food 
may be served as appetizingly as possible.

Three Square Meals Are Served. 

For breakfast there are always two kinds 
of meat in plenty; potatoes must be boiled 
for that meal; drip coffee good enough for 
anybody is served in any quantity a man 
wants, whether one cup of it or six; there 
will be fresh bread and plenty of milk, and 
frequently eggs as the market affords them. 
The first call to breakfast is 6 o’clock and the 
last call at 8 o’clock. 

Luncheon is served between 11 and 1 
o’clock. Three kinds of meat are served until 
every man has enough. There are soup and

a bargain. 

And now, when 76 years old, he stands at the 
head of the business, and in New England 
and New York the simple E. R. Potter,” 
which is all the title he ever had as a railroad 
mah, balks the men who attempt to beat the 
railway through fraudulent damage claims.

Gets Into Business in Odd Way. 


He fell into the business by accident-—after 
sketching out quite a different career for 
himself, He was born at Scituate, Dec. 16, 
1830, and, after the family. moved several 
times, settled down temporarily in East 
Greenwich. He drove a baker's cart as a 
boy and worked in a grocery, but his ambi- 
tion was to be a shipbuilder, so he went to 
New York to learn the business, and, after 
working a year in & hardware store, got 
employment in a shipyard and learned the 
business. Then he went back to Hast Green- 
wich ard organized a company that built the 
ship John Howard.

We had @ case several years ago where 
a man was killed. down in Connecticut. He 
was. a bright fellow, but at a critical time 
he neglected to use his common sense and 
was killed.

They 
told me they had been to see the lawyer, 
and I tried to explain that the company was 
not at fault, as it was entirely due to the 
carelessness of the two men that the acci- 
dent resulted.

value of Animals Grossly Exaggerated.

When you get this idea 
in your mind you unconsciously increase your height 
without realizing that you are doing so. You will carry 
your head higher and your chin better. You will have 
a certain springiness to your walk. You will life your 
self, as it were, by a certain muscular effort on your 
part. You will walk taller, so to speak. 

“But this is only one stage and a sort of uncon- 
scious mental stage at that. There are more important 
stages, and the first stage is the deep breathing. 
“Deep breathing is easy for men because of their 
clothing.

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ISS LILLIAN MUSGAT of Chicago enjoys 
the triple distinction of being the hardest 
working young woman in the world; of 
earning more money than any other wom- 
an commercial artist in the world— much 
greater sum than is earned by any of her 
rivals among the sterner sex—and of hav- 
ing worked herself up within six yéars 

from nothing a wéek to an income that is princely. Only 
24 years of age, she learned to draw fashion pietures in 
an engraving house, and now she has a studio of her own 
high up in Quincy. street, where she has all the work she 
can do and is able to command prices paid to few, if 
any, of the fashion artists in thé world. 

This fashion artist. whose drawings are seen in the 
advertisements every morning in Tun TRIBUNE. and 
whose work probably is scanned by more women than 
that of any other artist, is classed by all those who know 
something of the amount of work she turns out as the 
hardest working woman in Chicago or in the world. 

One thing is certain, if she had gone on the stage— 
as she confesses was once her giflish ambition——prob- 
ably net even in the onerous position of stock company 
star could she have steadier, more unremitting labor 
than she new devotes to her business year after year.

Career Parallels That of the Actress. 


In many ways, howevef, her career parallels that of 
the actress. She probably makes a greater income by 
her own unaided and individual work than any woman 
who earns money regularly, except a stock company 
actress. Then she has arrived at financial success 
younger than any except stage women—and probably 
younger than any Chicago stage light who can be con- 
sidered successful. 

This young artist whom the average woman or man 
wage earner would consider a capitalist is only 24. In 
looks also she might easily be taken for one of the 
most attractive, refined, and individual looking of the 
women of the stage. 

In the life of the studios, even if there may be 
starvation waits for recognition, probably the etudio 
artist ig never without the honor and prestige that all 
studio life shares in. But, as Miss Musgat says, it 
is different when you are learning art by coming up 
through the engraving houses.” 

The fashion artist comparatively is a new employé 
of the engravér, and in no place is he paid more than 
living wages. Hie first fate is to come in and work 
without pay to learn, the learning to be accomplished 
without supervision or attention. |

a couple of years putting in checks and laces and ruffies

A Bare Table 


At breakfast and luncheon lessens tie 
weekly wash, which is always an interesting 
and often a burdensome item in the one 
servant establishment. 

Square linen plate dollies are at each cover, 
two larger ones, also square, lle diamond- 
wise through the center of the tab.e. Be- 
tween their points fe a smaller round or 
square dolly upon which stands the center 
piece of ferns or other growing plants. 

The hemstitched doilies are convenient. for 
both the plates and centerpieces, since they 
are much easier laundered than the figureé 
varieties. One set of the latter is an addl- 
tion for special occasions. 

By this arrangement one tablecloth lasts 
about five days, which allows only three in 
two weeks to be laundered. The small doilies 
are more easlly laundered than a tablecloth, 
and more satisfactorily turned out at the 
hands of the inexperienced laundress, 

To protect the table there may be cut from 
sheets of asbestos, pieces round, square; or 
obiong, as the case may be, to fit under the 
various doilies. 

A Uttie rubbing of the table with a flannel 


cloth twice a week keeps it in perfect con- 


dition. 


PROPOS of parasols there was a little talk 
beard which shows that there is a philoso- 
phy to the parasol in the woman’s scheme 
of dress. Whereas, a rich woman remarked 
the fancy parasol, or for that matter any 
parasol at all, has no place in the city outfit,

The lingerie parasol has become @ toy in that it is 
made now of the thinnest of Swiss: These transparent 
parasols are among the newest and prettiest if the least 
useful variety, and are trimmed with every kind of an 
effect known to the thin white gown. 

Little straight lengths are set in the top point of 
each section so as to be effective. They form a wheel 
around the stick, and further ornamentation is added 
by sewing lace edge on all around the piece of lace. 
One’ parasol had the same little four Inch lengths added 
to the bottom, four to a section, and extending up per- 
pendicularly to form a little fringe. ‘The prettiest elab- 
orations can be contrived in this way with a dolt of 
insertion and edge. the more originality in putting them 
on the better.

Francis Wilson's readable volume of rem- 
iniscences of Joseph Jefferson, recently is- 
sued by the Scribners, contains some excel- 
lent pen portraits of the famous interpreter 
of Rip Van Winkle and Bob Acres. Some 
of Jefferson's talks are given in full & la Bos- 
well, and the actor’s point of view is usually

¥ 15 it mee” . Wilson once asked 
him, “for a play's soca that it should 
contain good literature?” 

Not at all,” he answered emphatically. 

„Are there not many examples of good 
plays that have succeeded and which. from 
a literary point of view were slight?“ 

“Many indeed,“ returned Mr. Jefférson. 
„The literature of a play must always be in 
abeyance, because the eye is a greater tyrant, 
is swifter than the ear. What the eye con- 
veys to the brain the brain will not consent 
to accept at second hand by the comparative- 
ly laggard ear.’ 

„That is to say, actions speak louder than 
words, even when the words are couched in 
fine phrases.“ 

“ Precisely,” said Mr. Jefferson. You 
may have all the good literature you wish in 
a play if it does not interfere with the play's 
action, and at the same time the absence of 
fine writing in a play will not injure it if the 
story and construction are right. 

But surely literary merit in a play will 
enhance its chance of success?” 

“ Vastly, if it be subservient to the ac- 
tion, was Jefferson's reply. ou may 
have a good play with bad literature.” . 
Mr. Wilson then asked him where it was 
that he had used the phrase Heep your 
heart warm and your head cool when act- 
Ing. 

* It was in connection with the Coquelin- 
Irving discussion.“ 

“ Who was right in that discussion? 

„ Both,” said Jefferson. One produced 
his effect by remaining cool and the other 
by losing himself in the feelings of Lhe char- 
acter. They got what they aimed at—the 
effect—though by entirely different meth- 
ods. It is as absurd for one man to say 
that his method of doing a thing 1s the only 
way as the claim that is set up .hat heaven 
is to be reached only through a certain be- 
lief. Now, I tell you, boys how I think a 
ecerthin effect may be made in acting. What 
if you can't do it in that way? Must the 
effect be lost? Nonsense! Get it in an- 
other!“
